REMARKS. 


Reference to the list of pupils will show that just half the counties 
of this State have been represented during the past two years. It is 
barely, possible that some of the counties not represented include 
none of this class, yet it is more than likely that if all the deaf-mutes 
of the State were in school, every county would be represented. The 
parents of these children, as a rule, do not belong to the wealthy 
class, and in“the distant counties a number who would like to put 
their children in the Institution have not the means for doing so under 


our present rules. And the financial conditions have been.snch that 


the Institution has not only been unable to aid the indigent to reach 
its doors, but so lacking in room and other facilities as to be unable to 
accommodate a much larger number. Is it not the duty of the State, 
not as a matter of charity, but of public policy, to make such ample 
provision for this class as to put the possibility of an education within 
the reach of all? A deaf-mute without this possibility in reach is, 
while a child, a burden to any family, and when no longer a child a 
burden to society. It does not require a philosopher to tell what is 
the wiser course for society to pursue. We must continue to ask the 
State to do for these deaf children just what every American State 
is aiming to do for hearing children—give them, as nearly as it can, 
a common English education. Even though it require different and 
more difficult methods, and even though it cost a few cents more in 
each case to do this, the deaf child has the same rights in the matter 
as the hearing child, and the duty of the State is as clear in one case 
as in the other. As the parent of the deaf child pays his proportion 
of the school tax, both State and district, it is no more than simple 
justice that his child should be piven the same advantages as the 
children of his neighbor. BP ast 

It is sometimes said that our population is small, and that we can- 
not yet afford to provide for this class. ln“answer, it may be said 
that, however small our population may be, one in every fifteen hun- 
dred of the children born in our State is deaf and dumb. It is no 
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more of a burden for 150,000 people to provide for the education of 
100 of this class, than for 1,500,000 people to provide for ten times 
as many. There are not less than fifty of this class, of school age, in 
this State, and the State is under the same obligation to provide-for 
them, and provide for them now, as is the State of New York to pro- 
vide for the fifteen hundred within her borders. - 
This Institution has made it a rule to live within its means; but 
those who provide the means need to be constantly reminded that its 
actual wants have not been met by the means provided in the past. 
While its managers are thankful for what has been done, and remem- 
ber kindly all who have been its friends. they would not like to have 
the necessities of the future measured by the enforced economies of 
the past. The dispensers of the publig funds may settle their 
minds to the faet that the deaf-mutes are here, and here to stay - one 
. to every fifteen hundred of our population. Is it not the best policy, 
considering all the facts, to yield gracefully to the inevitable and pro- 
vide for this class such an Institution as shall be a credit to a grow- 
ing American S ate. 
ii respectfully ask attention to the fact that the per capita cost of 
this Institution the past two years has been but $322.30, or $161.15 
per year. In order to illustrate the extreme economy of our man- 
agement, I ask attention also to the following table, showing the per 
capita cost in five American Institutions: .

These institutions number from two hundred to five hundred pu- 
pils, and any one will readily understand that the per capita cost 
must be greater in a small institution than a large one, other things 
being equal. There is, then, but one possible conclusion: Other 
things have not been equal, That 18, we have not been furnished the 
facilities for doing for these children what the better appointed insti- 
tutions are doing. It is fourteen years since we began. They have 
been years of trial and sacrifice on the part of all connected with the 
work. They have not been without results, as the seventy-five deaf- 
mutes whose names are on our rolls would no doubt. gladly testify; 
yet we have struggled at every step in the midst of crude beginnings, 
and are not yet safely through the experimental stage. If by our 
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works we have proven our right to be, have we not also proven our 
duty to be something more efficient than we are? 

I most respectfully present these questions to the intelligent repre- 
sentative citizens who constitute our Board of Directors, assured that 
their experience in the management of the institution has brought 
them into full accord with the views expressed. 

Some suggestions as to the necessities of the next two years will 

robably not be considered out of place. As already hinted, the 
Ίππο should not be gauged by the past. The thing to be aimed at 
in such an: institution is something more than comfortable housing, 
care and feeding of the children placed in our care, The one main 
thing we wish to secure is, thorough instruction. What we wish to 
create is not an asylum, but a school. And it is well known that a 
school of this class requires a special kind of instruction, and, there- 
fore, a class of instructors having special training and entirely devoted 
to their work. On account of the constant creation of new institu- 
tions in the new States and Territories constantly forming, such in- 
structors are in demand. It is absolutely impossible to employ such 
instructors as we need for such salaries as we have been able to pay. 
In all other States this class of labor is recognized as professional, 
and paid accordingly. Another difficulty, that any one experienced 
in such matters will readily see, arises from the fact that there are as 
many e in å school of thirty pupils as in a school of three hun- 
dred. We could now keep three good teachers constantly and labori- 
ously employed and still be unable to meet the full demands of our 
work. Indeed, it is impossible to secure thoroughly efficient service 


in any department of our work so long. as we offer to pay less than 


the full market price. 

In addition to all this, the positive enlargement of our work in the 
direction of an Industrial Department is essential to the practical 
attainment of its original aim. We wish to educate these children 
to self-support, and to that end we ought to combine industrial train- 
ing with mental culture. This is utterly out of the question, with 
our present means. | 

All.these statements I make to the Board with full knowledge of 
_ the fact that the law makes it their duty, and not mine, to represent 
inatters to the proper State officers. I have no doubt this will be 
done with the full exercise of a benevolent impulse and a wise judg- 
ment. I will simply call attention to the fact, as represented in the 
table above given, that the average cost of. caring for this class, in 
five representative institutions with an average attendance of not less 
than three hundred and fifty pupils, is something over $300.00 per 
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| 
year, per capita. I most respectfully suggest that our allowance for 
eneral running ‘expenses ought not to be less per capita, than the 
feu named. And I ask whether it would not be a good plan to 
ask for appropriations in future with proviso that they shall be ap- 
plied on a per capita basis? 

We now have three buildings on the premises owned by the insti- 
tution, one of them new and in good condition. Both the others 
need repairs and changes. One of them is lined with cloth and pa- 
per and is always in danger from fire. It would require an expendi- 
ture of at least $2,000 to put our buildings and premises in really 
comfortable condition. 

In conclusion, permit me to say, that among our pupils but one 
case has required serious discipline during the twa years; that subor- 
dinates have been uniformly faithful,and that good health and cheer- 
fulness have prevailed. Let me also assure you of my full appreci- 
ation of the uniform courtesy and kindness shown to me and to the 
institution by members of the Board. To the members of the Exec- 
utive Committee especially, who have paid us frequent visits and per- 
formed all labor connected with laying plans and auditing accounts, 
we who are connected with the daily work of the institution feel un- 
der lasting obligations. Finally, I would unite with those whose 
hearts are interested in our work in expressions of profound gratitude 
to the κ... of all benefits for the progfess made in the past and 
the hope that brightens the future.

tunities for acquiring an education. It ought to be onr aim at once 
to do efficient work for the present and lay good foundations for the 
future. 

The management of the school by our Superintendent, Mr. Knight, 


has been entirely ‘satisfactory to the Board. Supplies for the Insti- , 


tution have been purchased in the most economical ways, and the 
daily workings of the school have been harmonious and satisfactory.

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SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


OF SUPERINTENDENT 


FOR 


HALF TERM ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1884. 


Το Geo. H. Burnett, Esq., Secretary Board of Directors: 

Sir: I beg-leaye to present herewith a statement of expenses in- 
enrred on account of half school year, commencing Sept. 1st, and clos- 
ing Dec, 31st, 1884, for which no appropriations have been made. 
Also, detailed statement of moneys raised by benevolent contributions 
for building purposes, and a brief exhibit of the items for which they 
were expended, Permit me to say that these contributions have en- 
abled us to erect a substantial building, containing Snperintendent’s 
apartments, kitchen, office, dining-rooms, and school-room accommo- 
dations for thirty pupils. Although we have not had the means 
to furnish this building as we would like, it adds greatly to our 
facilities for doing the work we are set todo. The appeal for this 
building fund was so willingly responded to by a large number of 
persons, both in Salem ‘and in Portland, that I am far from regrettin 
that the effort was made. It has called attention to our needs td 
enlisted a goodly number of new friends in the work we are doing. 
The property now occupied and owned by the institution, worth prob- 
ably five thonsand dollars, has all been secured by other funds than 
those κ by the State. Of course, it makes a small show- 
ing alongside of grander institutions, but, such as it is, it is free of 
debt and seems like home to us. After vagabonding and paying 
rent on old, cast-off buildings for more than thirteen years, if seems 
pleasant to have something that we can call our own. 

The total number of pupils enrolled for the term, to this date, De- 
cember 5th, 1884, is twenty-six. I now have the names of six others 
who ought to be here, and we are expecting a considerable increase 
by the beginning of next half-term, January 5th, 1885. 
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I have alluded, in my general report, to the causes that operate to 
prevent attendance in many cases, and respectfally suggest that all 
excuses for non-attendance ought, so far as possible, to be removed, 
and such measures ought to be adopted as will in legitimate ways 
“compel them to come in.” , 

Mr. W. D. McFarland, late of Baltimore, was placed in chargèʻof 
the higher class on the first of October, and is giving excellent satis- 
faction as a teacher. On the whole, we feel hopeful that the present 
school year will show improved results. 

The health of the pupils thus far has been excellent, and every. 
thing is progressing in a way to make us hopefulof the future. The 
only uncertain question that hangs over our future is this: What 
will the Legislature do? A 

Believing that yourself and associates on the Board of Directors 
will make our wants known in no uncertain way, I leave this brief 


statement in your hands.
